The annual license fee provided for 
in the preceding section, to be paid by telephone 
companies doing business within this state, shall 
be computed on the gross receipts of their busi-
ness as follows: If the amount be over one hun-
dred thousand dollars, three per cent; if under 
one hundred thousand dollars, two and one-
fourth per cent.
